ceries—they were either $15.00 or $10. 
50, and ] don't remember which they 
were, but I guess it must have been

give him a dime he would give me half a 
dollar, which would make even change, 
and 1 couldn't, because the smallest i had 
was a quarter—and $2.75 for mending 
Katie's shoes, which is the last money 
that shoemaker ever gets from me, and 
10 cents for celery—no I put that down. 


Finally she sums up her trial-balance 


sheet, and finds that it foots up $04.28, 
which is about $15 more than she had 
originally. She goes over the list sev- 
eral times and checks it carefully, but all 
the items are correct, and she is just 
about iu despair when her good angel 
hints that there may be a possible mis- 
take in the addition. Acting upon the 
suggestion she foots up the column and 
finds that the total is $44.28, and that 
according to the principles of the arith- 
metic she ought to have $5.00. Then she 
counts her cash several times, the result 
varying from $1.40 up to $1.97, but then 
she happily discovers that she has been 
mistaking a $2 gold piece for a cent, and 
remembers that she gave the baby a 
trade dollar to cut its gums with.

Louisa County, and his father, an esti- 
mable Virginia gentleman, provided in 
bis will that he should be liberated and 
educated, and given a share of his estate. 
Although a long while free, and honora- 
bly distinguished, there had never been 
a time before when Langston could safely 
visit his native home. Now he was to 
come back, a leading man of his race, to 
speak in public, and to revisit the scenes 
and to recall the memories of his child- 
hood. It was, therefore a great occasion 
for him, and for the freedom of Louisa 
County. 
The white people, however, 


took little note of it, or interest in it;

At Gaeta 
the English captured him and handed 
him over to the Austrians, from whom he 
escaped in time to join Bonaparte at 
Waterloo, where he was again seriously 
wounded. Under the Czar's proclama- 
tion of amnesty he went back to Poland, 
entered the Russian army, aud rose to a 
high rank, but when the Polish insurrec- 
tion of 1830 brokeout he joined it, fought 
desperately, was wounded, captured and 
sent to Siberia for life. After spending 
half a century in penal exile he was par- 
noned, and returned to his native city to 
die.

crowd, within hearing of the speaker, 
>ut none seemed to be really attending 
the meeting. Langston began by re.er- 
ring to old Virginia and Louisa County 
as the place of his birth, and spoke in the 
lappiest vein, and with all tlie elegance 
and oratorical art that distinguish him, 
of the genuine affection he felt for his 
.lative State and town, and of the pleas- 
ure it gave him to come back again to 
;he home of his boyhood. 
In a few min- 


utes he had the mastery of every man 
within reach of his voice, lie pictured 
;he greatness of tlie State in its early 
days, referred to its distinguished men, 
ind its history and National influence, 
spoke touchinply of its present temporary 
depression and distress, and most hope- 
fully and glowingly of its future promise 
and possibilities as a free State. Then 
with admirable taste and tact he fell nat- 
urally into a discussion of the living 
questions of the day, avoiding all irrita- 
ting points and expressions. Iu a little 
while I looked about me and saw the 
platform and all available space near it 
and around it packed with white people. 
The blacks, accustomed to yielding prec- 
edence, had given up all the best places, 
and a white man was wedged into every 
one. More eager interest I never saw in 
the faces of any audience. There was 
General Gordon crowding near Langston 
with irrepressible confession of homage 
springing from his eyes and pouring down 
his cheeks while the beautiful periods, 
paying honor to old Virginia, fell from 
the orator's lips. The address continued 
for about two hours with unflagging in- 
terest on the part of the audience, and 
closed with an admirable peroration. 
Then followed a scene of spontaneous en- 
thusiasm that is is seldom witnessed. 
It 


was my purpose to introduce several 
white citizens to Langston at the close of 
his speech, but the excitement among 
them was too great. They crowded upon 
him, as many us could get near, and fairly 
overwhelmed him with the warmth and 
energy of their unconstrained greetings 
and compliments. He was borne by the 
pressure into the dining room of the 
hotel, and a grand dinner was forthwith 
ordered in his honor, at which General 
Gordon presided, and many of the best 
citizens sat at the board. 
He was at 


once a guest of the town, and no atten- 
tion or honor seemed too great for its 
good people to bestow upon him. All 
prejudice against color was totally extin- 
guished. 
After dinner the white ladies 


sent a committee to wait on him to invite 
him to address them at the principal 
church in the evening. He accepted the 
invitation, and the auditorium was more 
than crowded by the best people of the 
place. Even the windows and doorways 
were packed. General Gordon escorted 
him to the pulpit, and introduced him to 
the audience. 
The best room at -the 


hotel was now open to him, an<J the next 
morning carriages were provided, and, in 
company with a numerous escort of gen- 
tleman, he was taken out to visit the 
homestead and tomb of his father; and 
he did not forget the humble grave of his 
darker-hued mother, who is said to have 
been a woman of uncommon beauty and 
good qualities.—Washington Star,

CIGARETTE SMOKING. 


Scarcely loss injurious, in a subtle and 
encrally unrecognized way, than the 
ibit of taking "nips" of alcohol between 
eals, is the growing practice of smok- 
ig cigarettes incessantly. We have not 
word to say against smoking at suita- 
le times and in moderation, nor do our

irect relation with the mouth and air 
assages than when it is smoked in a pipe 
r cigar, the effects produced on the ner- 
ous system by a free consumption of 
igarcttes are more marked and charac- 
eristic than those recognizable after re- 
ourse to other modes of smoking. A 
alse tracing made after the subject has 
moked, say a dozen cigarettes, will, as 
rule, be flatter and more indicative of 
cpression than one taken after the 
nicking of cigars. 
It is no uncommon 


ractice for young men who smoke cigar- 
ttes habitually to consume from eight to 
welve in an hour, and to keep this up 
or four or five hours daily. The total 
uantity of tobacco used may not seem 
irgc. but beyond question the volume of 
moke to which the breath organs of the 
moker are exposed, and the charactcris- 
ics of that smoke as regards the propor- 
ion of nicotine introduced into the sys- 
em, combine to place the organism very 
ully under the influence of tobacco. 
A 


onsiderable number of cases have been 
rought under our notice during the last 
ew months, in which youths and young 
len who have not yet completed the full 
erm of physical development have had 
heir health seriously impaired by the 
iractice of almost incessantly smoking 
igarettes. It is well that the facts should 
>e known, as the impression evidently 
revails that any number of these little 
whiffs" must needs be perfectly innocu- 
us, whereas they often do infinite harm.

the case should now be removed. 


In the JRtpotilory of Nov. 22d, 1881, I 


published editorially an article proposir 
the name of Senator Stewart as a proper 
person to nominate for Supreme Judge al 
the then approaching Republican State 
Convention. 
The suggestion was widely 


copied and commented upon. I felt cer- 
tain it was in accordance with Mr. Stew- 
art's wishes, because he was anxious to 
have the appointment of Judge of the 
United States District Court at Philadel- 
phia and I knew that he regarded a Su- 
preme Judgcship as a very desirable 
position. But to satisfy myself that 
was doing what he desired, I showed bim 
tho proof of the article before it appeared 
in the paper, and he uttered no word ol 
dissent, but on the contrary said there 
was no place in the gift of the people he 
would sooner have. 
A few days after- 


wards, in speaking of the efforts it would 
be necessary to make to secure the nom- 
ination in'the Republican State Conven- 
tion, I told him I was going to Washing- 
ton, and if he desired it I would see how 
Senator Cameron felt about his nomina- 
tion. To this he readily assented, and I 
entirely misunderstood him if he was not 
anxious to have his support. 
I made the 


best effort I could with Senator Cameron 
to impress him favorably in Stewart's 
case, and he appeared to entertain the 
proposition most favorably. He said it 
would be good policy to divide the State 
ticket between the Regulars and Inde- 
pendents, and Stewart could probably be 
got on as readily as some others. 
He 


further suggested that Stewart go to 
Washington, and they would talk over 
this and other matters connected with 
State politics. 
T promptly reported to 


Stewart, and he was certainly highly 
gratified by the result, and pleased with 
the prospect of receiving the nomination. 
He, however, declined to go to Washing- 
ton ; giving as a reason that court would 
be in session ia a day or two and be could 
not go then. Subsequently he became 
satisfied that the nominee for Supreme 
Judge must come from Philadelphia, and 
he appeared to lose interest in the mat- 
ter.
